PLANS NEXT WEEK 
Aitkin’s plans call for the over­ 
hauling of one block of Redwood 
avenue, starting at its intersection 
with Corte Madera avenue, and 
along Tamalpais drive to a point 
900 feet west of US.

The Sebastopol city council voted 
last week to ask all incorporated 
cities to pass uniform curfew laws 
and backed the city of Sonoma’s 
plea for a county curfew law. 
Sonoma recently 
passed a law 
similar to the one adopted last week 
by San Anselmo. In the northern 
city minors may not 
be on the 
streets between 10:30 p. m. and day­ 
light unless accompanied by, and 
in the care of an adult. 
This ordinance, like San Ansel- 
mo’s, holds parents responsible and 
makes them liable for punishment 
If their children are out top late. 
The ordinance Sims drafted also 
included this provision. 
In San Anselmo no children less 
than 18 years old may be out after 
11 p. m. unless returainfg from a 
social function or work. 
In Sonoma county, as in Marin 
county, some cities have ordinances 
but are lax in their enforcement, 
while others have no 
ordinances 
at all.

NEUTRAL ZONE 
At any rate, a spokesman at 
Tokyo headquarters said the route, 
fchich had been declared off limits 
to Allied attacks from 5 a.m., was 
now again subject to attack, effec­ 
tive Saturday midnight (7 a.m. Sat­ 
urday, PDT). 
A five-mile radius around Kaesong 
continued to be recognized by the 
Allies as a neutral zone. 
The talks are scheduled to begin 
sometime Sunday morning after 9 
am. (4 p.m. Saturday PDT). 
Tl^re was no definite word that 
the Reds had left Pyongyang as 
scheduled, or that they had reached 
the five mile neutral zone around 
Kaesong. 
Col. F. W. Moorman, secretary- 
general of United Nations supreme 
commander’s staff said immunity to 
the road was granted “only for the 
purpose of insuring safe conduct of 
the Communist liaison group to 
Sunday’s preliminary cease - fire 
talks. This immunity will terminate 
at midnight tonight.” 
Moorman said his statement was 
being issued “in order that there be 
no misunderstanding.” 
MAIN ROUTES 
Brig. Gen. Frank A. Allen, an of­ 
ficial spokesman for Ridgway, said 
Moorman’s statement was intended 
to make clear to the Reds that 
“they do not have free passage on 
that road for all time.” 
Allied 
commanders 
apparently 
felt the Communist team would be 
able to reach .the Kaesong neutral 
zone before midnight. 
The highway, sprinkled with cast 
iron tire-puncturing devices, is a 
favorite Allied air target. It is the 
main supply route for Communist 
troops on the western front. 
The U.N. delegation to the pre­ 
liminary talks will leave Seoul for 
Kaesong by jeep or helicopter Sun­ 
day, depending on the weather. 
Whether by road or air, the group 
will cross the Imjin river at 9 a.m. 
(4 p.m. Saturday PDT). 
The Air Force forecast cloudy 
weather Sunday, but said it would 
not be cloudy enough to hamper 
helicopters. 
Two helicopters which may carry 
the Allied emissaries to Kaesong, 
left from an airport near Seoul late 
this afternoon for an undisclosed 
rendezvous point. One was a huge 
H-19, capable of carrying ten per­ 
sons. The other was an H-5, which 
normally carries three.

In the northern 
city minors may not be on the 
streets between 10:30' p. m. and day­ 
light unless accompanied by, and 
in the care of an adult. 
This ordinance, like San Ansel- 
mo’s, holds parent* responsible and 
makes them liable for punishment 
If their children are out top late. 
The ordinance Sims drafted also 
included this provision. 
In San Anselmo no children less 
than 18 years old may be out after 
11 p. m. unless retuminfg from a 
social function or work. 
In Sonoma county, as in Marin 
county, some cities have ordinances 
but are lax in their enforcement, 
while others have no ordinances 
at all.

A five-mile radius around Kaesong 
continued to be recognized by the 
Allies as a neutral zone. 
The talks are scheduled to begin 
sometime Sunday morning after 9 
a.m.

Dyre was no definite word that 
the Reds had left Pyongyang as 
scheduled, or that they had reached 
the five mile neutral zone around 
Kaesong. 
Col. F, W. Moorman, secretary- 
general of United Nations supreme 
commander’s staff said immunity to 
the road was granted “only for the 
purpose of insuring safe conduct of 
the Communist liaison group to 
Sunday’s preliminary cease - fire 
talks.

Allied commanders apparently 
felt the Communist team would be 
able to reach -the Kaesong neutral 
zone before midnight. 
The highway, sprinkled with, cast 
iron tire-puncturing devices, is a 
favorite Allied air target. It is the 
main supply route for Communist' 
troops on the western front. 
The U.N. delegation to the pre­ 
liminary talks will leave Seoul for 
Kaesong by jeep or helicopter Sun­ 
day, depending on the weather. 
Whether by road or air, the group 
will cross the Imjin river at 9 a.m. 
(4 p.m. Saturday PDT). 
The Air Force forecast cloudy 
weather Sunday, but said it would 
not be cloudy enough to hamper 
helicopters. 
Two helicopters which may carry 
the Allied emissaries to Kaesong, 
left from an airport near Seoul late 
this afternoon for an undisclosed 
rendezvous point. One was a huge 
H-19, capable of carrying ten per­ 
sons. The other was an H-5, which 
normally carries three.

Many residents are convinced that construction of 
the bridge wQl end for all time any hope of an 
earth and rock fill dam at the same location, creat­ 
ing a huge fresh water reservoir of San Pablo Bay 
and its reaches.

Scientists Use Snails, White 
Mice To Battle Worm Scourge 


PEARL RIVER, N.Y., (JP>—Amid 
20,000 snails and 25,000 white mice 
a scientist here is raising worms to 
try to wipe out a disease afflict­ 
ing 144,000,000 people. 
T hat is about one out of every 
fifteen persons alive on this earth. 
Yet you probably never even 
heard of the disease. It is called 
schistosomaisis. It is prevalent In 
Puerto Rico, South America and 
the Orient. In some areas of Africa 
and Egypt 80 per cent of the popu­ 
lation have it, and in acute cases 
it is often fatal.

Un­ 
der a small power microscope a 
female worm looks like a minia­ 
ture, over-ripened 
banana.

Congress Wrestles 


With Problem Of 
Battling Inflation

After Congress confined Its ac­ 
tion on the expiring Defense Pro­ 
duction Act to a stop-gap exten­ 
sion amounting to postponement 
for thirty-one days, the question 
became, what will Congress do 
now?

Is there going to be a 
stop to inflation, including rising 
prices and rising oost of living, or 
will these resume and go on? 
The answer ought to be found in 
the collective mind of Congress, 
and one would suppose .that the 
mind of Congress would be found 
by examining the reasons which 
led members to confine their ac­ 
tion on the Defense Production 
Act to a mere postponing stop-gap. 
But such a survey reveals no pat­ 
tern, the reasons moving groups of 
members compose a maze of con­ 
tradictions. 


ONE REASON, MOVING a large 
number of members, was reluc­ 
tance to let President Truman 
have the authority which the De­ 
fense Production Act gives him. 
That reluctance existed at the time 
the Act was originally passed last 
September. Member after member 
expressed apprehension that the 
authority given the Administra­ 
tion, and controls that would be 
set up under it, would be used, not 
merely to meet the war emergency 
created by Korea, but to set up a 
planned economy amounting to so­ 
cialism. Such members declared 
that a planned economy had been 
wished for and intended before the 
Korea emergency occurred, that 
once set up under the Jurisdiction 
of emergency it would be crystal­ 
lized and made permanent. Sen. 
Taft declared, “It is quite likely 
that the controls we put on now 
will be with us for the rest of our 
lives. It is thus of the greatest im­ 
portance to look at them carefully, 
while there is still time." 
Another reason moving members 
of Congress to confine their ac­ 
tions to postponement was the 
movement toward truce in the Ko­ 
rean war. They felt that suspen­ 
sion of hostilities, if that should 
take place, gave opportunity for 
suspension of action on renewing 
the Defense Production Act. Con­ 
gress need not act oh the deter­ 
mination of the original Defense 
Production Act, June 30. It could 
take time for further examination 
of details of the act. 


THOSE

week are understandable, at least 


they have consistency. But enter­ 
ing into what Congress dfid and 
into what It debated, were many 
other reasons, the sum of which 
make a Jumbled congerie of con­ 
tradictions.

throw light, or more accurately 
cast darkness, on the overall ques­ 
tion that is in the minds of the 
people. This question is, will there 
be a stop of inflation or will there 
be more of it.

THE TASK IS MADE more dif­ 
ficult by the complicated life cycle 
of the schistosomes.

The cycle: 
The worm embryos hatch in the 
snails and escape into the water. 
Human beings are infected by 
drinking the water or bathing in it. 
The worms mature in the body and 
their eggs pierce blood vessels, of­ 
ten causing internal hemorrhages. 
After being discharged by the body, 
the eggs whip through creeks in 
search of another lazy, hospitable 
snail in which to continue their 
cycle. 
Dr. Hewitt’s way of short-cutting 
his attack of the problem has been 
to use white mice instead of hu­ 
man beings as the primary hosts' 
for the worms. It is easier and 
safer to test compounds with them. 
His 20,000 snails and 25,000 white 
mice—the mice cost 28 cents each 
and he wears out 800 a week—are 
housed in the giant Lederle labora­ 
tories here, some 30 miles from 
Manhattan. They are cared for by 
two technicians — Ann Greening 
and Fred Linderman.

Ever so often they guess how 
much electricity you’ll want to

> jr factory. Then they order some 
new generators and other equip­ 
ment—they’ve put $8 billion into 
expansion since World War n and 
plan to spend another $7 billion in 
the next three years. But each time 
they find you're wanting more 
than they guessed. 
They revised the estimate when 
the Korean war broke out, increas­ 
ing it by 40 pe^ cent. Now the 
government tells them the guess 
should have been higher. 


DECEMBER IS USUALLY the 
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tim eof the peak load—short days, 
long store hours and high factory 
production. The defense power ad­ 
ministration predicts the load this 
December will be 69 million kilo­ 
watts (it was 61.5 million last De­ 
cember); that by December, 1952, 
the load will be 79 million, and by 
December, 1953, it will be 82 mil­ 
lion. A year ago they estimated the 
1953 load would be only 70 million. 
Electric utility men like to have 
a 15 per cent margin between the 
total capacity of their installations 
and the peak load when it comes. 
That gives leeway for surprises, for 
breakdowns, for differences in the 
distribution of the demand—some 
places want more electric power on 
one day, and some on another. 
At the end of 1950 total generat­ 
ing capacity was 68.5 million kilo­ 
watts. The Northern Trust Com­ 
pany, of Chicago, in its “business 
comment for July,” notes that 
there was a margin of reserve of 
only 10 per cent. And this was in 
spite of the fact that generating 
capacity had increased 72 per cent 
since 1940. 


THE INDUSTRY’S SQUEEZE is 
due to the much greater than an­ 
ticipated increase in demand and 
the fact that it Jumped faster than 
the new equipment could be in­ 
stalled—it takes a %long time to 
build the complicated machinery 
and to install It.

Wilson Mobilization Report 
Makes 'Exciting' Reading

WASHINGTON (JP)—A couple of 
arguments can be offered those 
who believe this country should let 
the rest of the world go hang while 
we keep our troops and arms and 
economic 
strength 
entirely 
at 
home. 
One is the moral and emotional 
appeal. The other is the practical 
kind. The first goes like this: 
We’re free and we have a moral 
obligation to help others retain 
their freedom against the attack 
or pressure of Communism. 
Charles E. Wilson, boss of the 
mobilization program, used 
the 
practical argument in his second 
quarterly report made the other 
day to President Truman on the 
progress of mobilization and the 
problems ahead. 


AT THIS TIME, Wilson pointed 
out, 75 per cent of the industrial 
production of the world is in the 
hands of the people outside com­ 
munism while those behind the 
iron curtain have only 25 per cent 
of it. 
But if communism took over Eu­ 
rope, then 51 per cent of the 
world’s industrial production would 
be under communism while the 
free peoples, meaning us almost 
alone, would have only 49 per cent. 
At this time 94 per cent of the 
world’s crude oil reserves are in 
the hands of the people outside the 
iron curtain, while communism has 
only six per cent. 
But if communism takes over 
the Middle East, it will control al­ 
most half — 49 per cent —of the 
world’s crude oil reserves while the 
free people’s reserves will drop to 
51 per cent. 
At this time the people of the 
free world outnumber those under 
communism by two to one, since 
68 per cent are outside the curtain 
and only 32 per cent behind it. 


BUT IF COMMUNISM take« 
over Asia and Europe, then thu 
people under the Soviets would 
outnumber us three to one, with 77 
per cent behind the curtain and 
only 23 per cent still outside. 
The obvious question which fol­ 
lows all those statement« is: Where 
would we be and what kind of 
shape would we be in to survive 
if all those things happened? 
Since Wilson’s report is full of 
figures on production and the 
problems of production ahead, it is 
not the kind of reading a man 
would take home for the kids. 
But it is exciting for anyone 
with patience enough to plow 
through it. It gives in some detail 
the program of a nation which 
hopes to be able to keep its regular 
civilian 
life 
pretty 
much 
un­ 
changed while getting ready for 
war on a big scale, if it comes. 


THAT’S THE GOAL of the pro­ 
gram, well-known and widely stat­ 
ed: To get arms produced for our­ 
selves and allies and at the same 
time expand our factories’ ability 
to produce so we can maintain 
a high standard of civilian living. 
We haven’t reached the goal yet, 
and won’t for some time. 


Wilson said: “At least two ye^ars 
of intensive labor are ahead of us 
in this nation before we reach our 
present goals of military strength 
and productive power . . . the mili­ 
tary production program is still es­ 
sentially in the ^oollng-up stage.*" 


Congress, of course, may cut 
down the program if'it thinks, be­ 
cause of peace which may come in 
Korea, that we can afford to relax 
and take it easier. 


But with the program continu­ 
ing, Wilson and those around him 
are worried there may be damag­ 
ing inflation if congress eases up 
on the inflation controls.

seems obvious that the benefits of such a crossing 
to the Empire would be small in comparison with 
the cost. 
Secondly, a dam would have to contain ship locks. 
To cross the locks, highway lanes (or railroad tracks) 
would have to be carried 180 feet above the locks 
on a bridge several miles long, or go underneath the 
locks by tube—an expensive construction project. It 
seems evident then that a bridge will be necessary 
whether the dam is built or not. 
With the highway bridge assured, the case for or 
against the dam will rest where logically it should 
rest—on whether the dam is necessary for water 
conservation. And there seems good reason to believe 
it is necessary, not only to Southern Sonoma county 
but to the entire Bay Area. 
As has been previously reported, the U.S. Corps 
of Engineers is making a preliminary study to deter­ 
mine whether or not It will recommend that Con­ 
gress appropriate funds for an exhaustive hydraulie 
investigation of the dam’s probable effects on San 
Francisco Bay. 
If, as seems likely, the investigation Is recommend­ 
ed, then we hope all residents will join in urging 
Sens. William F. Knowland and Richard Nixon, as 
well as their representatives, to lead the fight for 
the appropriation in Congress.

After Congress confined its ac­ 
tion on the expiring Defense Pro­ 
duction Act to a stop-gap exten­ 
sion amounting to postponement 
for thirty-one days, the question 
became, what will Congress do 
now? That question is part of the 
overall one. Is there going to jte a 
stop to Inflation, including rising 
prices and rising oost of living, or 
will these resume and go on? 
The answer ought to be found in 
the collective mind of Congress, 
and one would suppose that the 
mind of Congress would be found 
by examining the reasons which 
led members to confine their ac­ 
tion on the Defense Production 
Act to a mere postponing stop-gap. 
But such a survey reveals no pat­ 
tern, the reasons moving groups of 
members compose a maze of con­ 
tradictions. 


ONE REASON, MOVING a large 
number of members, was reluc­ 
tance to let President Truman 
have the authority which the De­ 
fense Production Act gives him. 
That reluctance existed at the time 
the Act was originally passed last 
September. Member after member 
expressed apprehension that the 
authority given the Administra­ 
tion, and controls that would be 
set up under It, would be used, not 
merely to meet the war emergency 
created by Korea, but to set up a 
planned economy amounting to so­ 
cialism. Such members declared 
that a planned economy had been 
wished for and intended before the 
Korea emergency occurred, that 
once set up under the Jurisdiction 
of emergency it would be crystal­ 
lized and made permanent. Sen. 
Taft declared, "It Is quite likely 
that the controls we put on now 
’will be with us for the rest of our 
lives. It is thus of the greatest im­ 
portance to look at them carefully, 
while there is still time.** 
Another reason moving members 
of Congress to confine their ac­ 
tions to postponement was the 
movement toward truce in the Ko­ 
rean war. They felt that suspen­ 
sion of hostilities, If that should 
take place, gave opportunity for 
suspension of action on renewing 
the Defense Production Act. Con­ 
gress need not act on the deter­ 
mination of the original Defense 
Production Act, June 30. It could 
take time for further examination 
of details of the act.

they have consistency. But enter­ 
ing into what Congress did and 
into what it debated, were many 
other reasons, the sum of which 
make a Jumbled congerie of con­ 
tradictions. 
Those

reasons that cancel each other 
throw light, or more accurately 
cast darkness, on the overall ques­ 
tion that is in the minds of the 
people. This question is, will there 
be a stop of inflation or will there 
be more of It. This the average 
man, accurately enough, translates 
as, will there be a «top of rising 
prices and rising cost of living, or 
will there be more? That is the 
concrete question that hits average 
men and women. 
Many members of Congress were 
violently opposed to the rollback 
of prices of cattle which had been 
decreed by Price Stabilizer DiSalle 
as a check to rising prices of food 
and rising cost of living. Yet hard­ 
ly a one of the members of Con­ 
gress who wanted to undo that 
rollback would have said that he 
was opposed to stopping the rising 
prices of food. Conflict between 
general principles and specific ex­ 
amples had the floor in Congress 
last week.

Use Snails, White 
Battle Worm Scourge

Electric Companies Face 
Demand For More Power 


PEARL RIVER, N.Y., (>P)—Amid 
20,000 snails and 25,000 white mice 
a scientist here is raising worms to 
try to wipe out a disease afflict­ 
ing 144,000,000 people. 
That Is about one out of every 
fifteen persons alive on this earth. 
' Yet you probably never even 
heard of the disease. It is called 
schlstosomalsis. It is prevalent in 
Puerto Rico, South America and 
the Orient. In some areas of Africa 
and Egypt 80 per cent of the popu­ 
lation have it, and in acute cases 
it is often fatal.

worms known as schistosomes. Un­ 
der a small power microscope a 
female worm looks like a minia­ 
ture, over-ripened banana. The 
male worm looks like a Brooklyn

The scientist fighting them is Dr. 
Redginal Hewitt, at 40 one of the 
great worm men of the century. 
Several years ago, after testing 
more than 1,000 preparations, he 
perfected the drug hetrazan, new­ 
est weapon against another ageold

tropical worm scourge—elephan­ 
tiasis. 
"So far we’ve spent $200,000 in 
the last three years and tried some 
5,000 different compounds looking 
for something to whip schistoso­ 
miasis—and that may be only a 
drop in the bucket,” Hewitt said 
cheerfully. "All we’ve got so far 
are a few interesting leads—but 
we’ll find the answer.” 


THE TASK IS MADE more dif­ 
ficult by the complicated life cycle 
of the schistosomes. They are para­ 
sites which require two hosts—usu­ 
ally human beings and a certain 
kind of small water snail. 
The cycle: 
The worm embryos hatch in the 
snails and escape into the water. 
Human beings are infected by 
drinking the water or bathing in it. 
The worms mature in the body and 
their eggs pierce blood vessels, of­ 
ten causing internal hemorrhages. 
After being discharged by the body, 
the eggs whip through creeks in 
search of another lazy, hospitable 
snail in which to continue their 
cycle, 
Dr. Hewitt’s way of short-cutting 
his attack of the problem has been 
to use white mice instead of hu­ 
man beings as the primary hostr 
for the worms. It is easier and 
safer to test compounds with them. 
His 20,000 snails and 25,000 white 
mice—the mice cost 26 cents each 
and he wears out 800 a week—are 
housed in the giant Lederle labora­ 
tories here, some 30 miles from 
Manhattan. They are cared for by 
two technicians — Ann Greening 
and Fred Linderman.

"How can I explain what a snail 
farmer does?** he asked.

Then they order some 
new generators and other equip­ 
ment—they’ve put $8 billion into 
expansion since World War II and 
plan to spend another $7 billion In 
the next three years. But each time 
they find you’re wanting more 
than they guessed. 
They revised the estimate when 
the Korean war broke out, increas­ 
ing it by 40 peé cent. Now the 
government tells them the guess 
should have been higher.

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time-of the peak load—short 
long store hours and high factory 
production. The defense power ad­ 
ministration predicts the load this 
December will be 69 million kilo­ 
watts (it was 61.5 million last De­ 
cember); that by December, 1952, 
the load will be 79 million, and by 
December, 1953, it will be 82 mil­ 
lion. A year ago they estimated the 
1953 load would be only 70 million. 
Electric utility men like to have 
a 15 per cent margin between the 
total capacity of their installations 
and the peak load when it comes. 
That gives leeway for surprises, for 
breakdowns, for differences in the 
distribution of the demand—some 
places want more electric power on 
one day, and some on another. 
At the end of 1950 total generat­ 
ing capacity was 68.5 million kilo­ 
watts. The1 Northern Trust Com­ 
pany, of Chicago, in its "business 
comment for July,” notes that 
there was a margin of reserve of 
only 10 per cent. And this was in 
spite of the fact that generating 
capacity had increased 72 per cent 
since 1940. 


THE INDUSTRY’S SQUEEZE is 
due to the much greater than an­ 
ticipated increase in demand and 
the fact that it jumped faster than 
the new equipment could be in­ 
stalled—it takes a .long time to 
build the complicated machinery 
and to Install it. 
At present there is another 
squeeze due to metals shortages 
which are delaying deliveries of 
generators. 
The defense power administra* 
tion points to areas where the pos­ 
sible power shortage may be felt 
the most this winter. It thinks that 
demand will outstrip supply in the 
Pacific Northwest until 1953. Large 
defense industries in that area will 
call for more power. 
The trust company lists the gains

THE WORLD TODAY 


Wilson Mobilization Report 
Makes 'Exciting' Reading 


By JAMES MARLOW 


WASHINGTON (¿F)—A couple of 
arguments can be offered those 
who believe this country should let 
the rest of the world go hang while 
we keep our troops and arms and 
economic 
strength 
entirely 
at 
home. 
One is the moral and emotional 
appeal. The other is the practical 
kind. The first goes like this: 
We’re free and we have a moral 
obligation to help others retain 
their freedom against the attack 
or pressure of Communism. 
Charles E. Wilson, boss of the 
mobilization program, used the 
practical argument in his second 
quarterly report made the other 
day to President Truman on the 
progress of mobilization and the 
problems ahead. 


AT THIS TIME,.Wilson pointed 
out, 75 per cent of the industrial 
production of the world is in the 
hands of the people outside com­ 
munism while those behind the 
iron curtain have only 25 per cent 
of it. 
But if communism took over Eu­ 
rope, then 51 per cent of the 
world’s industrial production would 
be under communism while the 
free peoples, meaning us almost 
alone, would have only 49 per cent. 
At this time 94 per cent of the 
world’s crude oil reserves are in 
the hands of the people outside the 
iron curtain, while communism has 
only six per cent. 
But if communism takes over 
the Middle East, it will control al­ 
most half — 49 per cent —of the 
world’s crude oil reserves while the 
free people’s reserves will drop to 
51 per cent. 
At this time the people of the 
free world outnumber those under 
communism by two to one, since 
68 per cent are outside the curtain 
and only 32 per cent behind it. 


BUT IF COMMUNISM takes 
over Asia and Europe, then th# 
people under the Soviets would 
outnumber us three to one, with 77 
per cent behind the curtain and 
only 23 per cent still outside. 
The obvious question which fol­ 
lows all those statement* Is: Where 
would we be and what kind of 
shape would we be in to survive 
if all those things happened? 
Since Wilson’s report is full of 
figures on production and the 
problems of production ahead, it Is 
not the kind of reading a man 
would take home for the kids. 
But it is exciting for anyone 
with patience enough to plow 
through it. It gives in some detail 
the program of a nation which 
hopes to be able to keep its regular 
civilian life pretty much 
un­ 
changed while getting ready for 
war on a big scale, if it comes. 


THAT’S THE GOAL of the pro­ 
gram, well-known and widely stat­ 
ed: To get arms produced for our­ 
selves and allies and at the same 
time expand our factories’ ability 
to produce so we can maintain 
a high standard of civilian living. 
We haven’t reached the goal yet, 
and won’t for some time. 


Wilson said: "At least two years 
of intensive labor are ahead of us 
in this nation before we reach our 
present goals of military strength 
and productive power . . . the mili­ 
tary production program is still es­ 
sentially in the ’tooling-up stage.’” 


Congress, of course, may cut 
down the program If-it thinks, be­ 
cause of peace which may come in 
Korea, that we can afford to relax 
and take it easier. 


But with the program continu­ 
ing, Wilson and those around him 
are worried there may be damag­ 
ing inflation if congress eases up 
on the inflation controls.

Amended Law 
On Security 
Is Explained 


The amended social security law 
was explained recently to provide 
retirement benefits for insured per­ 
sons 65 years and over who are 
earning up to $50 a month on jobs 
covered by social security. 
The explanation was made by 
George A. Burkhead, manager of 
the Santa Rosa social security of­ 
fice. 
“The law,** Burkhead continued, 
“is simply that a person between 65 
and 75 years of age cannot collect 
benefits for any month in which he 
earns more than 650 for work cov­ 
ered by social security. No amount 
of earnings or income from other 
sources will affect hls right to bene­

Amended Law

CALIFORNIA 
OUTDOORS 
By ED DOLAN

With the fishing season now wel 
along angling prospects appear bet­ 
ter than at any time in recent years 
—at least in Northern California. 
In the Southern part of the state 
things don't look good. The normally 
limited fishing of the Southland 
seems to be reaching a new low as 
the water shortage becomes more 
and more acute. 
However—throughout the North­ 
ern Sierras fishermen are finding 
conditions favorable and for the 
most part still rapidly improving. 
The flow of the higher Sierra 
streams Is dropping and the water 
is clearing. To make things easier 
roads are becoming more passable. 
With the exception of scattered 
thunderstorms the weather should 
be good for anglers who desire to 
make a Fourth of July trip into the 
mountains. 
Southern California fishermen are 
the ones rightfully unhappy these 
days. As of Saturday the annutl 
forest closure went into effect — 
automatically putting many of the 
most flsh&ble s reams in the South­ 
land off limits. 
The closure just adds trouble to 
trouble as far as the South State 
Anglers are concerned. Some seven 
years of drouth have caused most of 
the lakes and streams of the area 
to recede to the point that there is 
hardly enough water to float a 
catch able size trout. 
The forest closure, however, does! 
put out-of-bounds some lakes that 
contain recent plants of legal size 
rainbows. Because of the high fire 
hazard of the surrounding areas 
these fish now seem destined to 
avoid angles’ lures for at least an­ 
other year. The question would seem 
to be will they have enough water 
to survive until another season? 
The principal lakes in the South­ 
ern part of the State still offering 
a chance to wet a line with some 
success include: Lake Arrowhead, 
Crystal Lakes, Gregory Lakes, Lake 
Wohlford, San Vincente and Lower 
Otay Reservoirs. It might be noted 
that most of these waters furnish 
warm water fishing. The trout ang­ 
ling is increasingly scarce. 
As a result of the scarcity of fish­ 
ing there is an increasing cry by 
enthusiasts of the South for some 
action by the state. It is pointed out 
that such reservoirs as Upper and 
Lower Haiwee, and Lake Mathews 
near Coma are loaded with big bass. 
The problem is that the Metro­ 
politan Water District has thus far 
refused to open the lakes to angling. 
It appears that some state action 
is necessary.

But, Hamilton 
said, Murray, whose school has been 
declared “not in good ¿tanding” by 
the NCAA, gave Penn’s views on 
the television controversy. 
Pennsylvania's decision to tele­ 
vise Its home games in defiance of 
an NCAA ban led to the not-ln- 
good standing ruling. 
“We are very happy to hear any­ 
thing he (Murray) has to say,” 
Hamilton said. “He asked to talk 
here and give us his side.” 
Meanwhile, Hamilton disclosed 
this much of the NCAA’s plan for 
televising college football games: 
Contracts will be negotiated by 
individual universities, but each 
district will have three Saturdays 
when no home game will be tele­ 
vised. There are 10 “television Sat­ 
urdays” altogéther. 
Each district will be 'limited to 
one TV game on the ’remaining 
seven dates and individual colleges 
are limited to one screen appear­ 
ance at home and one away from 
home.

NOW AT ANNAPOLIS 
German' Returns To 
America-Homeland 


By PATRICIA A. WIGGINS 
United Press Staff Correspondent 
WASHINGTON OL»—Thanks to 
two American GIs, a former Nasi 
seaman and member of the German 
Youth Movement is now a mid­ 
shipman at the U. S, Naval Acad­ 
emy. 
In fact Frederick William Knops, 
Jr., first realized he was an Ameri­ 
can citizen after the United States 
took over the Munich Seeberufs- 
fach-schule — trade school for sea­ 
men—in 1944. 
An 
A r m y 
sergeant 
captured 
Knops as he tried to escape, check­ 
ed his papers and told him he was 
an American citizen. Another ask­ 
ed: “W hat are you doing here? You 
belong to the States.” 
Knops then began to learn what 
being bom in Mount Vernon, N. Y., 
could mean. 
It was one year after his birth 
th at Knops* parents, both native 
Germans, decided to return to their 
old home in Düsseldorf, Germany. 
That was in 1931. Only after hard 
work and perserverance did their 
son 18 yearn later begin the long 
road of service to the United States 
at the Naval Academy. 
The hard work came in when 
Knops, 
returned 
to 
the 
United 
States at the age of 16, decided to 
switch 
to 
an 
American 
naval 
career. 
More than two years of study at 
night school and by correspondence 
courses preceded nine months of 
intensive 
study 
at 
an academy 
preparatory school before the young 
“German” could qualify tor en­ 
trance to Annapolis. 


Knops was brought up as an 
average German youth in Düssel­ 
dorf. In 1946 his father was drafted 
into the German Army,‘but his son 
remembers the war's start in 1939. 


“Those of us living there didn’t 
think much of it then,** he recalled. 
“The day the German army over­ 
ran Poland we thought the war was 
over before it started.’* 


When Allied air raids began in 
earnest, Düsseldorf became a flam ­ 
ing city and a “terrible sight.” 
Knops* mother moved first to Ba­ 
varia, then to Austria. Her Ameri­ 
can son, meanwhile was having his 
first direct contacts with the Ger­ 
man Youth Movement. 
He left three camps—at Reichen- 
hall, Klrkelstein, and Prenau—after 
only short stays to rejoin his moth­ 
er. When they were both living in 
Mondsee in Austria he entered the 
seamens’ school 40 miles outside 
Munich. 
“The course was calculated to 
turn the cadets into the toughest 
kind of seamen,** Knops explained. 
After Knops' first year there, the 
UJS. Army arrived, bringing with it 
the knowledge of his American 
citizenship. He 
and his 
mother 
moved to the American zone in 
Austria and the young boy was 
given a civilian job with American 
forces. 
He soon applied for passage to 
the United States and after slight­ 
ly more than a year’s wait got it 
and left Germany to join an aunt 
and uncle in Brooklyn, N.Y. His 
parents remained. 


A TINEA DIGS 
Moths Cost Millions 
In The Way They Eat 


By GEORGE H. MCCARTHY 
WASHINGTON (U.PJ—The chances 
are you think you’ve never been 
robbed by a Tinea Pellionella. 
You have, though. The Tinea, or 
case - bearing clothes moths, digs 
deep in your pockets, your sleeves, 
collars and shoulders. Annually it 
comes up with millions of your 
hard-earned dollars. 
This is the season, warns the 
National Geographic Society, when 
the marauding insect begins his de­ 
lightful (to him) work of eating you 
out of house home, and clothes. 
So starts the summer-long battle 
between exasperated housewife and 
pesty insect. The weapons are many 
and costly. Americans spend $20,- 
000,000 a year for larva-discourag­ 
ing chemicals and cold storage but 
most satisfying is the preventive 
developed d u r i n g the last war. 
This chemical treats wool in such 
a way th at the moths disdain the 
fabric and make meals of one an­ 
other. 
Britons, however, think they have 
the perfect solution. It is a chemi­ 
cal which makes materials indi­ 
gestible to the insects. British scien­ 
tists promise th at their latest de­ 
velopment will make fabrics com­ 
pletely mothproof for all time. If 
so, they are to the first to come up 
with such a preventive. 
Meanwhile, the housewife-moth 
struggle goes on. The anti-m oth 
arsenal includes extreme cold and 
heat, fumigants and insecticides. 
Also effective are dry cleaning, 
washing, 
sunning 
and 
brushing. 
None is guaranteed to keep the 
moth out forever. The process must 
go on to prevent reinfiltration. 
The safest strategy in protecting 
all materials made from aqjmal 
products such as wool, hair, feath­ 
ers, and furs, is cold storage, says 
National Geographic. C h e a p e r , 
though, is the continued use of 
dichloricide in crystal, ball or pellet 
form. 
America’s closet-piratea, danger­ 
ous only in their caterpillar or 
babyhood state, belong largely to 
two families. Both were brought to 
this country from Europe by early 
settlers. The adult webbing clothes 
moth, or Tineoia Biselliella, is red­ 
headed and has a cream-colored 
body; 
the 
case-bearing 
clothes 
moth is a dull cream color with 
dark spots on its front wings.

sects, adept in reversing the pro­ 
cedure of “giving you the shirt off 
their back,” have different person­ 
alities. The webbing larva spins 
silk wherever it goes, lives in silk- 
lined tunnels eaten through cloth­ 
ing or bedding, and feeds under a 
silken canopy. 
Its first cousin, the case-bearer, 
is more practical. Defying all gov­ 
ernment 
housing 
allocations, 
it 
builds its own home, carrying it 
everywhere and frequently builds 
additions to it. The house is often 
multi-colored because its materials 
are built of the threads upon which 
the worm is feeding. 
Estimates show that the larvae 
of one female moth can eat 92 
pounds of wool a year.

'German' Returns To 
America-Homeland

WASHINGTON (U.R)— TTianks to 
two American GIs, a former Nazi 
seaman and member of the German 
Youth Movement is now a mid­ 
shipman at the U. S. Naval Acad­ 
emy. 
In fact Frederick William Knops, 
Jr., first realized he was an Ameri­ 
can citizen after the United States 
took over the Munich Seeberufs- 
fach-schule — trade school for sea­ 
men—in 1944. 
An 
A r m y 
sergeant 
captured 
Knops as he tried to escape, check­ 
ed his papers and told him he was 
an American citizen. Another ask­ 
ed: “What are you doing here? You 
belong to the States.”- 
Knops then began to learn what 
being bom in Mount Vernon, N.Y., 
could mean. 
It was one year after his birth 
that Knops’ parents, both native 
Germans, decided to return to their 
old home in Dusseldorf, Germany. 
That was in 1931. Only after hard 
work and perserverance did their 
son 18 years later begin the long 
road of service to the United States 
at the Naval Academy. 
The hard work came in when 
Knops, 
returned 
to 
the 
United 
States at the age of 16, decided to 
switch 
to 
an 
American 
naval 
career. 
More than two years of study at 
night school and by correspondence 
courses preceded nine months of 
intensive 
study 
at 
an 
academy 
preparatory school before the young 
“German” could qualify lor en­ 
trance to Annapolis. 


Knops was brought up as an 
average German youth in Dussel­ 
dorf. In 1940 his father was drafted 
into the German Army, but his son 
remembers the war’s start in 1939 


“Those of us living there didn’t 
think much of it then,” he recalled 
“The day the German army over­ 
ran Poland we thought the war was 
over before it started.” 


When Allied air raids began in 
earnest, Dusseldorf became a flam­ 
ing city and a “terrible sight.” 
Knops’ mother moved first to Ba­ 
varia, then to Austria. Her Ameri­ 
can son, meanwhile was having his 
first direct contacts with the Ger­ 
man Youth Movement. 
He left three camps—at Reichen- 
hall, Kirkelsteln, and Prenau—after 
only short stays to rejoin his moth­ 
er. When they were both living in 
Mondsee in Austria he entered the 
seamens’ school 40 miles outside 
Munich. 
“The course was calculated to 
turn the cadets into the toughest 
kind of seamen,” Knops explained. 
After Knops’ first year there, the 
U.S. Army arrived, bringing with it 
the knowledge of his American 
citizenship. 
He 
and Ms 
mother 
moved to the American zone in 
Austria and the young boy was 
given a civilian job with American 
forces. 
He soon applied for passage to 
the United States and after slight­ 
ly more than a year’s wait got It 
and left Germany to join an aunt 
and unde in Brooklyn, N.Y. His 
parents remained. 
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A TINS A DIGS 
Moths Cost Millions 
In The Way They Eat 


By GEORGE H. MCCARTHY 
WASHINGTON (U.R)—The chances 
are you think you’ve never been 
robbed by a Tinea PeUionella. 
You have, though. The Tinea, or 
case - bearing clothes moths, digs 
deep in your pockets, your sleeves, 
collars and shoulders. Annually it 
comes up with millions of your 
hard-earned dollars. 
This is the season, warns the 
National Geographic Society, when 
the marauding insect begins Ms de­ 
lightful (to him) work of eating you 
out oí house home, qnd clothes. 
So starts the summer-long battle 
between exasperated housewife and 
pesty insect. The weapons are many 
and costly. Americans spend $20,- 
000,000 a year for larva-discourag­ 
ing chemicals and cold storage but 
most satisfying is the preventive 
developed d u r i n g the last war. 
This chemical treats wool in such 
a way that the moths disdain the 
fabric and make meals of one an­ 
other. 
Britons, however, think they have 
the perfect solution. It is a chemi­ 
cal wMch makes materials indi­ 
gestible to the Insects. British scien­ 
tists promise that their latest de­ 
velopment will make fabrics com­ 
pletely mothproof for all time. If 
so, they are to the first to come up 
with such a preventive. 
' Meanwhile, the housewife-moth 
struggle goes on. The anti-poth 
arsenal includes extreme cold and 
heat, fumigants and insecticides. 
Also 
effective are 
dry cleaning, 
wasMng, 
sunning 
and 
brushing. 
None is guaranteed to keep the 
moth out forever. The process must 
go on to prevent reinfiltration. 
The safest strategy in protecting 
all materials made from aitfm&l 
products such as wool, hair, feath­ 
ers, and furs, is cold storage, says 
National GeograpMc. 
C h e a p e r , 
though, is the continued use of 
dichloricide in crystal, ball or pellet 
form. 
America’s cloeet-pirates, danger­ 
ous only in their caterpillar or 
babyhood state, belong largely to 
two families. Both were brought to 
this country from Europe by early 
settlers. The adult webbing clothes 
moth, or Tineola Biselliella, is red­ 
headed and has a cream-colored 
body; 
the 
case-bearing 
clothes 
moth is a dull cream color with 
dark spots on Its front wings. 
As caterpillars, these little in­ 


sects, adept in reversing the pro­ 
cedure of “giving you the shirt off 
their back,” have different person­ 
alities. The webbing larva spins 
silk wherever It goes, lives in silk- 
lined tunnels eaten through cloth­ 
ing or bedding, and feeds under a 
silken canopy. 
Its first cousin, the case-bearer, 
is more practical. Defying all gov­ 
ernment 
housing 
allocations, 
it 
builds its own home, carrying it 
everywhere and frequently builds 
additions to it. The house is often 
multi-colored because its materials 
are built of the threads upon which 
the worm is feeding. 
Estimates show that the larvae 
of one female moth can eat 92 
pounds of wool a year.

YOUR HEALTH 
Disease Caused By A Parasite 
Can Be Difficult To Cure 


By HERMAN N. BUNDESCN, M.D. 
Of late years, doctors thave be­ 
come increasingly aware of a dis­ 
ease known as amebiasis. Caused 
by a parasite, the endamoeba his­ 
tolytica, it can be a very serious 
disorder and one which is most 
difficult to clear up, if not treated 
promptly and properly. 
In its chronic form it is often 
hard to detect since the symptoms 
are often those of general ill health, 
lowered vitality and lessened resis­ 
tance to other infections. In ad­ 
dition, there may be alternate at­ 
tacks of diarrhea and constipation, 
with blood in the bowel movement 
from time to time. These symptoms 
often furnish the clue which indi­ 
cates that examination of the stools 
for the parasite should be made. 
CAREFUL TESTS 
Care must be used in making 
these tests. The patient is directed 
to take magnesium sulfate on the 
morning of the examination, and 
not to have any oily preparations, 
oil enemas, or oily foods for at 
least 48 hours before he takes the 
magnesium sulfate. The stools are 
examined Immediately after passage. 
Amebiasis has been treated with 
a variety of preparations, including 
those containing iodine and arsenic. 
The antibiotic preparations have also 
been employed, the most striking 
results having been obtained re­ 
cently with aureomycln. 
SUCCESSFUL TREATMENT 
Eleven patients were reported who 
have been successfully treated with 
this preparation. Terramycin also 
has proved effective. However, it 
seems that a drug known as chlor- 
oquine has great activity against 
Hie ameba, particularly when there 
are abscesses in the liver or involve­ 
ment of the liver hy the disease. 
In most cases, when the liver is 
affected by amebiasis, emetine is 
used, but reactions to the emetine 
may occur. 
The purpose of the treatment is 
to get rid of the ameba in the 
tissues, to destroy the ameba in the 
intestine and to heal the ulcers or 
sores formed in the intestine.

Short 
time intensive treatment, developed 
in the last few years, has improved 
the picture greatly. 
2. Q. Is mental illness inherit­ 
ed? Can a person whose grand­ 
father is mentally ill go ahead and 
have babies without 
fear of 
a 
tainted Mood line? 
A. Most mental illness is both 
inherited and acquired, with the 
emphasis on its being acquired. The 
of much mental illness is 
found in treatment received in in­ 
fancy and childhood. Go ahead and 
have a baby, then be careful to have 
it get a good start in life. 


3. Q. Is it true that “genius is 
akin to madness?” 
A. No. If a child of genius has 
the proper babyhood and gets the 
needed satisfactions out of life, 
there is no more reason for him to 
become “mad” than anyone else. 
However, our world isn’t organised 
to fit.extreme geniuses. They may 
suffer more frustration than the 
rest of us. Therefore, the rate of 
mental illness among genius may bo 
higher than among those who havo 
more average minds.

YOUR HEALTH 
Disease Caused By A Parasite 
Can Be Difficult To Cure 


By HERMA» K. BUNDSSKN, M.D. 
Of late years, doctors thave be­ 
come increasingly aware of a dis­ 
ease known as amebiasis. Caused 
by a parasite, the endamoeba his­ 
tolytica, it can be a very serious 
disorder and one which is most 
difficult to dear up. if not treated 
promptly and properly. 
In its chronic form it is often 
hard to detect since the symptoms 
are often those of general ill health, 
lowered vitality and lessened resis­ 
tance to other infections. In ad­ 
dition, there may be alternate at­ 
tacks of diarrhea and constipation, 
with blood in the bowel movement 
from time to time. These symptoms 
often furnish the clue which indi­ 
cates that examination of the stools 
for the parasite should be made. 
CAREFUL TESTS 
Care must be used in making 
these tests. The patient is directed 
to take magnesium sulfate on the 
morning of the examination, and 
not to have any oily preparations, 
oil enemas, or oily foods for at 
least 48 hours before he takes the 
magnesium sulfate. The stools are 
examined immediately after passage. 
Amebiasis has been treated with 
a variety of preparations, including 
those containing iodine and arsenic 
The antibiotic preparations have also 
been employed, the most striking 
results having been obtained re­ 
cently with aureomycin. 
SUCCESSFUL TREATMENT 
Eleven patients were reported who 
have been successfully treated with 
this preparation. Terramycin also 
has proved effective. However, it 
seems that a drug known as chlor- 
oquine has great activity against 
the ameba, particularly when there 
are abscesses in the liver or involve­ 
ment of the liver by the disease. 
In most cases, when the liver is 
affected by amebiasis, emetine is 
used, but reactions to the emetine 
may occur. 
The purpose of the treatment is 
to get rid of the ameba in the 
tissues, to destroy the ameba in the 
intestine and to heal the ulcers or 
aores formed in the intestine. 
ACUTE ATTACK 
In treating an acute attack of 
this disorder, such drugs as eme­ 
tine and arsenic preparations and 
iodine compounds are often em­ 
ployed. The emetine is given by in­ 
jection under the skin. The use of 


aureomycin may also be quite help­ 
ful.

Commission, established 
after the city purchased the course, 
named Wynant Van Zandt as chair­ 
man, to handle affairs connected 
with the course. He proposed that 
a separate golf commission be set 
up and during the term of Robert 
Bautnberger, as city manager, this 
was done. 


Within a few years, the course 
was put on a paying basis and 
the question of its being sold fur 
real estate has not again been 
raised. 


THE MEN'S GOLF CLUB, a pri­ 
vate organisation, of which Earl 
Blennerhassett is president, now 
has a membership of close to 100. 
In 1940, the women golfers estab­ 
lished their own group, and their 
membership now is about 85, with 
women from all of Southern Marin 
playing the course.

There is Harry Joe Pat Flana­ 
gan, "the ghost of the fairways”, 
sometimes known as "Bill Ress 
pigeon”, and last, but not least, 
Little Giant Joe Sousa, the "needle 
king". 


DURING THE 14 YEARS as a 
civic-owned iiroject, the course has 
proved its value, both to players 
and to the city. Fees are reason­ 
able, the aim being to keep the 
course on a self-sustaining basis, 
and not necessarily to show a 
profit. Each month, hundreds of 
golfers play there, and some weU 
known players have been devel­ 
oped, including Cy Donaldson. Mel 
Schallock, Bill Mason, John Cam- 
pagna, A1 Nelson, Jr., Del Taylor, 
and Ed Whitney, this year’s de­ 
fending champion.

THE MEN’S GOLF CLUB, a pri­ 
vate organization, of which Earl 
Blennerhassett is president, now 
has a membership of close to 100. 
In 1940, the women golfers estab­ 
lished their own group, and their 
membership now is about 85, with 
women from all of Southern Marin 
playing the course. Mrs. L o m e 
Tanner of Belvedere is president. 
Aside from their common in­ 
terest in the game, the women 
golfers devote much of their time 
to projects such as 'the Swing 
Club, at the Veterans* Hospital in 
Palo Alto, where the women from 
Mill Valley Uwsh tne arts of the 
links.

Tack This Nail Guide 
Over Your Workbench

Nails—*the proper number of the 
proper size in the proper places— 
constitute one of the most vital 
parts of a house. They can deter­ 
mine to a great extent the strength 
of any good structure. 
If you are making any structural 
changes or additions to your home, 
you will want to know something 
about nails. 
A carpenter finishing the fram ­ 
ing and enclosing of a porch the 
other day, said to me with obvious 
satisfaction: 
“Tt'ere. That*« an honest job. 
No co ners cut. You know, one of 
the easiest ways to cut corners on 
a building job is in the nailing. 
You can save time and labor costs 
by not using enough nails, but you 
get a weak structure.**

V ' 'nods Gain 
Domestic hardwoods are being 
used more extensively in the m an­ 
ufacture of quality furniture. Dis­ 
plays in retail stores show the 
trend toward American walnut, 
birch, 
cherry, 
maple, 
oak 
and 
other native woods. 
Face veneers in natural wood 
hues are more In evidence, gain­ 
ing in preference over the very 
pale bleached effects until recent­ 
ly in vogue. These colors range 
from fawn and sand to mell w 
golden brown, with surfaces also 
oifeced in driftwood end other 
grays. 
A giowing preference for veneers 
emphasizing the fuU, rich natural 
grain of the wood also is reported 
by a large New York City depart­ 
m ent store in noting customer re­ 
action to woods displayed at its re­ 
cent furniture show.

WHEN YOU SEE a carpenter 
putting rough sheathing on the 
frame of a new house, you'll notice 
that he drives two nails through 
each board at every place it crosses 
a stud.

If the 
board is wider than eight inches 
youll probably see him use three 
hails 
If the sheathing runs diagonally, 
he’ll use three nails through each 
board where It joins the corner 
post 
assembly.

into the corner post end of the 
board. 
Ail this is done for storm brac­ 
ing.

THAT PENNY SYSTEM of in­ 
dicating the length of nails Is one 
of the first things to get acquaint­ 
ed with in common wire nails. The 


penny term originally applied to 
the price per 100 nails, but now it 
survives * merely as a measure of 
length. The thickness of a wire 
nail is expressed by its gage. 
A regular tenpenny or twelve- 
penny nail is made from No. 9- 
gage wire, while a finishing nail 
of the same length may be l l 1*- 
gage. 
x A fourpenny nail is an Inch- 
and-a-half long and every penny 
measure thereafter accounts for 
a quarter - of - an - Inch more in 
length up to the tenpenny, which 
is three inches long. From th a t 
point on the jum p in pennies be­ 
comes greater. Sometimes nails 
vary from an eighth to a quarter- 
inch, but the penny system is th ^ 
scale. 
Experts say the species of wood 
calls for no difference in nailing 
except at critical joints, where 
more and larger nails are used for 
low density woods, subh as cotton­ 
wood, northern cedar or Engel - 
m ann spruce. T h at compensates 
for the lower nail-holding power of 
such wood.

HOWEVER, it’s hard to find two 
experts who agree entirely on what 
is proper In nailing practice. Be­ 
cause of this, the Housing and 
Home Finance Agency in W ash­ 
ington had a booklet prepared on 
the ‘’Technique of House Nailing 
by the D epartm ent of Agriculture’s 
Forest Products Laboratory. 
The booklet Is a very sound 
m anual of about 60 pages, com­ 
piled from the practical experi­ 
ence of architects, engineers and 
carpenters.

Nails—the proper number of the 
proper size in the proper places— 
constitute one of the most vital 
parts of a house. They can deter­ 
mine to a great extent the strength 
of any good structure. 
If you are making any structural 
changes or additions to your home, 
you will want to know something 
about nails. 
A carpenter finishing the fram ­ 
ing and enclosing of a porch the 
other day, said to me with obvious 
satisfaction: 
“There. T hat’s an honest job. 
No comers cut, You know, one of 
the easiest ways to cut corners on 
a building job is in the nailing. 
You can save time and labor costs 
by not using enough nails, but you 
get a weak structure.*' 


Domestic 
V fonds Gain 
Domestic hardwoods are being 
used more extensively in the m an­ 
ufacture of quality furniture. Dis­ 
plays in retail stores show the 
trend toward American walnut, 
birch, 
cherry, maple, oak 
and 
other native woods. 
Face veneers in natural wcod 
hues are more In evidence, gain­ 
ing in preference over the very 
pale bleached effects until recent­ 
ly in vogue. These colors range 
from fawn and sand to mellow 
golden brown, with surfaces also 
Qifeced In driftwood and other 
grays. 
A growing preference for veneers 
emphasising the full, rich natural 
grain of the wood also is reported 
by a large New York City depart­ 
m ent store in noting customer re­ 
action to woods displayed at Its re­ 
cent furniture show. 
Gray walnut, cordovan mahog­ 
any and oak veneers in modern 
designs were enthusiastically re­ 
ceived, but approval was by no 
means* Limited to any particular 
wood or style.

If the 
board is wider than eight inches 
you’ll probably see him use three 
hails. 
If the sheathing runs diagonally, 
he’ll use three nails through each 
board where it joins the corner 
post 
assembly.

sheathing, he may put four nails 
into the corner post end of the 
board. 
All this is done for storm brac­ 
ing. 
Then when you watch hint, lay 
the subflooring or attic floors,

After the subfloor is laid, you’ll 
notice the carpenter return to the 
basement to nail the bottom ends 
of the bridging—or cross pieces be­ 
tween joists—that he left hanging.

All th at is done to give you a 
rigid floor that should not develop 
squeaks.

From that 
point on the jump in pennies be­ 
comes greater. Sometimes nails 
vary from an eighth to a quarter- 
inch, but the penny system is the 
scale. 
Experts say the species of wood 
calls for no difference in nailing 
except at critical joints, where 
more and larger nails are used for 
low density woods, such as cotton­ 
wood, northern cedar or Engel- 
m ann spruce. T h at compensates 
for the lower nail-holding power of 
such wood.

HOWEVER, it’s hard to find two 
experts who agree entirely on what 
is proper in nailing practice. Be­ 
cause of this, the Housing and 
Home Finance Agency in W ash­ 
ington had a booklet prepared on 
the “Technique of House Nailing” 
by the Departm ent of Agriculture’s 
Forest Products Laboratory. 
The booklet is a very sound 
manual of about 60 pages, com­ 
piled from the practical experi­ 
ence of architects, engineers and 
carpenters.

The right kind of insurance is 
one of the most im portant require­ 
ments in a new house project. 
If you are having your house 
built, you will want protection even 
before the structure begins to take 
shape. If you are not certain about 
the financial status and past ex­ 
perience of your builder or con­ 
tractor, you can require him to 
post a performance bond. This will 
assure you th at an insurance com­ 
pany will supply funds to complete 
your home if the builder goes 
bankruot 
finish the 
job. 
The National Board ot Fire Un­ 
derwriters points out that there 
are several broad coverages to pro­ 
tect the new home owner. For ex­ 
ample, “building-in-course-of-con- 
struction” insurance covers fire, 
supplemental perils, liability and 
vandalism. * *

AVERAGE SMALL HOUSE buy­ 
er, carrying a maximum mortgage, 
seldom needs additional fire insur­ 
ance on his house aside from th a t 
required by his bank or other 
mortgage lender. If you borrow 
$8,000 to finance the purchase of m 
$10,000 house, the mortgage will re­ 
quire 
an 
$8,000 
fire 
insurance 
policy to protect his loan. Your 
$2,000 equity will be covered by the 
land and foundation. But keep re­ 
production costs in mind. 
This policy need not be pur­ 
chased as part of the mortgage 
transaction. If it is bought sep­ 
arately, the home owner saves a 
little money by not having to pay 
mortgage interest on his fire insur­ 
ance premiums. 
In any case where the amount 
of a mortgage is proportionately 
less than the sound value of a 
house, the owner should carry ad­ 
ditional insurance. In some places 
if insurance does not equal at least 
80 per cent of the sound value, a 
penalty develops in the case of 
partial loss. Insurance adjusters 
can hold that because of the lack 
of full coverage the owner was 
carrying part of the risk and 
therefore bears part of the loss.

FOR A SMALL ADDITIONAL 
cost, extended coverage or supple­ 
mental endorsement will protect a 
home owner against windstorm, 
hail, tornado, aircraft, vehicles, 
riots, smoke damage and explosion

erage is constantly demonstrated. 
In the one month of May, 1950, for 
instance, insurance companies paid 
nearly 330,000 claims under such 
endorsements.

It sometimes seems to this writ­

Jesus. 
What better training could world 
citizens have than in learning to 
live happily together in an har­ 
monious home; being taught con­ 
sideration for others, forgiveness, 
with father and mother setting ex­ 
amples of kindness, affection and 
understanding ol each other and 
the children?

homes in these modern days, with 
parents seeking what they think 
will be their own happiness in 
separation—not seeming to realize 
that in such self-seeking they are 
putting the children into difficult 
situations which may adversely af­ 
fect their whole lives.

ing to His Father (God’s) busi­ 
ness. 
He immediately went with 
His father and mother, submitted 
Himself to them, and “advanced in 
wisdom and stature, and in favor 
with God and men." 
He had brothers and sisters, and, 
although we know little more of 
His home 
life, He 
undoubtedly 
lived happily with 
His 
earthly 
family. 
Luke, the physician, gives us 
another glimpse of Jesus in a home 
after He had begun His mission. 
It was in the home of HU friends, 
Lazarus, 
Mary and 
Martha 
in 
Bethany. 
Martha was the diligent house­ 
keeper, busily preparing a meal for 
their Guest, but her sister, Mary, 
was more interested in what Jesus 
was saying. Martha chided her sis­ 
ter, and asked Jesus if Mary 
shouldn’t be helping her? 
Jesus answered that Mary had 
chosen the better way, by learning 
the really important things—the 
better life—instead of being over 
fearful of what they should have 
to eat or drink. 
What are the most important 
things in life? 
Just this art of 
learning to live happily first in the 
home; then in school; then in the 
world by treating everyone—our 
own kind of people, those of very 
different ways of life and varying 
backgrounds; from other nations 
—•from all over the world—as we 
would be treated.

dreadful wars of our time; lost 
their homes and must depend upon 
Christian people to provide even 
the barest necessities of life. 
There are, however, many good 
Christian people in the world—in 
our own country—who are taking 
such orphaned children, adopting 
them and giving them a chance to 
know what happy homes are. 
How much good such people are 
doing is incalculable. 
Some of

He had brothers and sisters, and,

He 
undoubtedly 
lived happily with

earthly 
family. 
Luke, the physician, gives us 
another glimpse of Jesus in a home 
after He had begun His mission. 
It was in the home of His friends, 
Lazarus, 
Mary and 
Martha 
in 
Bethany. 
Martha was the diligent house­ 
keeper, busily preparing a meal for 
their Guest, but her sister, Mary, 
was more interested in what Jesus 
was saying. Martha chided her sis­ 
ter, and asked Jesus if Mary 
shouldn’t be helping her? 
Jesus answered that Mary had 
chosen the better way, by learning 
the really important things—the 
better life—instead of being over 
fearful of what they should have 
to eat or drink. 
What are the most important 
things in life? 
Just this art of 
learning to live happily first in the 
home; then in school; then in the
